of thc disorder, the militia ut an early 
Lour settled down to vest in apparently 
complete control of the situation. It 
wa* not, however, until Colonel Ainincl, 
commanding the eight companies of sol- 
diers, issued orders to arrest whole par- 
ties of men who were found congregat- 
ed «t one phiee ami who in some in- 
stances refused at first to disperse, that 
the disorder win brought into check. 


ROWDY GANGS AKUESTED. 


The phin adopted by the military was 


to surround n group ut' men and youtlis 
uml if they did not immediately disperse, 
.place 
them under iirrcst and 
conduct 


them to hpadiiuiii'tiTs. 


Thc lir.sl result of this plan was thc 


arrest of a {rang of loui-tcc-n rowdies by 
n squml of I'olico commanded by Ser- 
geant ,lohnst>n. .Within liali an hour, 
Major Miivslmll of the fourth regiment, 
commanding " detachment of the troops 
rounded up'another party of nine and 
took them to headquarters. From this 
time forward the crowds on the streets 
begun to disappear and 
thc 
disorder 


coused. 


SEVERAL HOUSES BUKS'ED. 


In the meantime there was intense 


excitement which was augmented every 
little while during thc night by the news 
of u fresh outbreak somewhere. Many

The net results of the uighfs 
troubles, however, were not so serious 
as the riotous scenes might naturally 
have been expected to produce.. Three 
houses occupied by colored families were 
burned am!

third in Sycamore. 
All three in differ- 


ent localities, but in colored districts. 


Two persons were injured (luring the 


night. Sarah Thornton, colored, sus- 
tained a broken leg by jumping from a 
window, and H fifteen year old white 
boy, Orla Willis, received a loud of buek- 
uhot in his leg while a crowd was ston- 
ing a house in the rear of St. Joseph's 
cliureh. 


OUDGK M1LLEK HOLDS KEY. 


Early today, Jliiyor James M. Totld,

If he should die it is feared 
that more trouble will follow. 


TO KEEP ORDER HEREAFTER. 
Ont> of the striking results of the out- 


break is the citizens' movement which 


was started last evening and which is 
rapidly taking form today, in a call be- 
ing issued for a meeting of the Commer- 
cial club this evening. It is expected 
that this movement will net only have 
much to (lo with restoring order, but 
will be made permanently effective in 
future emergency. The business men of 
the city arc convinced that there has 
been too much leniency in the handling 
of rowdies. 


There is a, demand that the rioters 


who were arrested,' be denlt with severe- 
ly. A number of attorneys asserted to- 
day that they would refuse to defend the 
rioters. Others state that if called up- 
on in such cases they will let the law 
take its course without technical inter- 
ference nnd will provide only such de- 
fense as will insure justice. 


Guarded by two companies of the third 


regiment, the prisoners, Edward Dean 
and Preston Ladd, were brought here 
from Davton today and taken to the city 
hospital"to be identified by Martin Da- 
vis, the wounded brakeman. 


RIOTERS HEAVILY FINED. '

Twenty-live rioters were arraigned in

HAMMERED WHILE IN 


HELPLESS CONDITION 


Referee Allowed the Fight to Continue 


After Count of Ten - Principal's 


Arrested on Manslaughter 


Charge. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March L—Harry 


Tenny, who was knocked .out last night 
by Fi-ankie Neil, thc buntuni champion 
pugilist, died at S o'clock this morning. 


Death undoubtedly was the result of 


the beating he received in the ring. From 
the time he was carried from his cornel- 
last 
night, limp and all but 
lifeless, 


Tenny sank rapidly. 


Physicians who remained at his bed- 


side realized his desperate condition and 
gave warning that death might be ex- 
pected if the tighter could not be resus- 
citated within a short time. 


REFEREE LET FIGHT GO ON. 


Some uneasiness was felt last night 


bv promoters, seconds, and others con- 
nected with the contest, when the condi- 
tion of Tenny after thc knockout was 
noted. He went down before Neil's bat- 
tery of ripping left banders during the 
fourteenth round about the center of 
the ring. The time keeper counted him 
out, but in the noise of shouting, Ref- 
eree Roche did not hear the completion 
of the count and when Tenny staggered 
to his feet, allowed the fight to proceed. 
A howl of derision greeted the referee's 
ruling, but it was soon ended for Noil 
went at his opponent 'like a mad man 
and hammered him in his weakened con- 
dition against thc ropes. 


BEATEN TO THE FLOOR. 


Helpless and 
without strength 
to 


strike a blow in return, Tenny dropped 
against the ropes. His head sank on his 
chest and arms dropped to his sidea. In 
this position Tenny was literally beaten 
to the. 0oor by Neil and counted out by 
the referee. He 
was carried 
to 
his 


dressing room and was not revived uu- 
til an hour later when he complained of 
pains in his body which he ascribed to 
the terrific blows of Neil. Later Tenny 
was removed to the bath house, where 
he grew: worse until death ended 'his 
sufferings.

Neil soon surrend- 
ered himself, as also did James Coffroth, 
Eddie Graney, Willis Britt, Morris Levy 
ind Mark Slwughnessy. All were charg- 
ed with manslaughter and promptly 
made arrangements for release on bnil. 


It is said that two days ago Tenny 


had an epileptic fit and on autopsy will 
be held to determine i;he ca-uso of his 
death.

SAY FARES TOO HIGH 


Eefusal May Bring on Condemnation 


Proceedings-Distance Involved 


About Three and One- 


half Miles. 


Preliminary steps have been taken by- 


the Milwaukee Electric Railway & Light 
company for the building of a branch 
line of the interurban system, from the 
subway north of the sity, to the north 
boundary of the town of Caledonia- Ap- 
plication has been made to the town 
board for the right to cross highways 
on the proposed route. 


William Smith, chairman of the town 


board, was in the city'this morning, in 
consultation with District Attorney Git- 
tine, relative to the same. Mr. Smith 
states that the company made applica- 
ion to the, board; for the'right to build 
the line across .the highways.. It will 
start at' the subway and 'run north on 
the east'side of.the1 tracks of the Chica- 
go & Northwestern 'railway to. the coun- 
ty line, thence to Carrollsville and. Mil- 
waukee, thus giving them a direct or 
straight line. 


The line will puss through ten farms. 


Of course the company must buy the 
right of way or in case farmers fail to 


li, commence condemnation proceed- 


ings. The members of the town board 
will meet tomorrow to consider the ap- 
plication. 


WOULD DENY REQUEST. 


According to Mr. Smith the members 


of the board are inclined to refuse tire 
request, for the reason that residents of 
the town do not believe they have been 
treated right as- to fares for travel on 
the line now established, the rates being 
higher from Racine to county line, than 
it is for thc same distance north. The 
distance of the proposed line from the 
subway to the county line is three and 
one-half miles. 


This is the first step toward straight- 


ening the line between Racine and Mil- 
waukee, spoken of several times in those 
columns. Mr. Smith was desirous of as- 
certaining if the company could force 
the board to grant the application.

Appointment of David Oiren Settlen Lone 


Drawn Out Controv«rfy.

pointment of David C. Owen as postmas- 
ter

Milwaukee, which

Roosevelt sent to the senate yesterday, 
ends what has been one of the hottest 
fights for that position known for years. 
There were six candidates fot tiie posi- 
tion, but the real tight came between 
W. I. Greene, Wade Richardson and Mr. 
Owen. In the summer .it was supposed 
Greene would be appointed, as it was 
known Congressman Otjen had promised' 
to recommend him. Congressman Otjen 
lated decided to recommend Richardson 
and did so. 


Then Congressman Stafford came into 


the field and recommended Greene. Post- 
master General Cortelyou told the con- 
gressmen that he would give them a 
reasonable time to get together, and if 
thev could not unite on a candidate he 
would recommend a.' postmaster. His 
warning was not heeded and the Post- 
master 
General 
named 
Owen. Then 


Congressman Ofcjeu switched about and 
announced himself for Greene. Mr. Cor- 
teiyou refused to recede from his recom- 
mendation and the Milwaukee congress- 
man refused to accept Owen, 


Mr. Owen is about 35 • years of age 


and for the last ten years has been en- 
gaged in the coal business. He was ser- 
^eant at arms of the national conven- 
tion which nominated President Roose- 
velt, and was private secretary of Post- 
master Nowell.

four or tire hours'last night caused most 
of the disorder, the militia at an early 
hour settled down to rest in apparently 
complete control of the situation. It 
was not, however, until Colonel Aiumel, 
commanding the eight companies of sol- 
diers, issued orders to arrest whole par- 
ties of men who were found congregat- 
ed :it one place and who in some in- 
stances refused at lirst to disperse, that 
the disorder was brought into check. 


ROWDY GANGS ARRESTED. 


The plan adopted by the military was 


to surround it group of men and youths 
and if they did not immediately disperse, 
place 
them under arrest and conduct 


them to hoaduiiiirtiTs. 


The lirst result of this plan was the 


arrest of a ping of fourteen rowdies by 
a sf|iiiid of police commanded by Ser- 
geant .lohnsoii. \Vithin half an hour, 
Major Marshall of the fourth regiment, 
commanding u detachment of the troops 
rounded up another party of nine and 
took them to headquarters. From this 
time forward the i-rowils on the streets 
began to disappear and 
the 
disorder 


ceased. 


SEVERAL HOUSES .BL'KNED. 


In the meantime there was intensfe 


excitement which was augmented every 
little while during the night by the news 
of a fri-sli outbreak somewhere. Many 
exaggerated 
reports of burning and

earlier hours of the night. 


Few people slept until long after mid- 


night. The net results of the night's 
troubles, however, were not so serious 
as the riotous scenes might naturally 
have been expected to produce.. Three 
houses occupied by colored families were 
burned uii'l several others were stoned.

Trainmen arid Others Witnessed Him Stum- 


bio on the Rails. 


At the court house this morning an in- 


quest was held in the case of Louis E. 
Morehouse of Kenosha, killed last Friday 
by a Chicago & North-Western railway 
freight train, one and a half miles north 
of Kenosha. Engineer E. W. Russell of 
the freight train, testified that as his 
train came around a curve on the road, 
he saw a man near the west rail of the 
tracks, on his hands and 
knees. He 


sounded the danger signal, put on the air 
brakes, reversed the lever of the engine 
and made every effort to stop, but failed 
and the engine hit and threw the man 
into the ditch. The train was stopped a 
little farther on, the man picked up and 
brought to Racine. 


The fireman of the train and two boys, 


Kenneth Mowrey and his brother, testi- 
fied to practically the same thing, the 
boys saying that they saw the man fall 
on the track, heard the danger signal of 
the trnin and tried to reach the man and 
get him out of the way, but could not do 
so. 


The coroner's jury, after hearing the 


testimony, brought in the following ver- 
dict: 


"We the jury, find that the said Louis 


E. Morehouse, from the evidence before 
the jury, received fatal injuries on Feb. 
22nd, 1006, while near the west mil of 
the track on the Chicago & North-West- 
ern Railway Co., about one and a half 
miles north of the Kenosha railway sta- 
tion. His position when struck wns upon 
his hands and knees, with his head to- 
ward the train that was approaching him 
from the south. He made no effort to 
clear himself from the approaching train 
which struck him, the cause of which ter- 
minated in his death February 27, 1000."

ENDS A BITTER FIGHT 


MAY AMELIORATE RULE 


Ten Percent Clause in Teachers' 


Salary to be Eecalled and 


Compromised. 


Principals and teachers of the public 


schools who object to the rules adopted 
by the board of education at its last 
meeting, have not held a meeting and so 
far as can be ascertained, do not intend 
to call one. The excitement following 
the adoption of the rules is somewhat 
dying out and due consideration ia be- 
ing given the changes. 


In regard to the attempt to insert a. 


clause that principals shall be largely 
consulted in the selection of teachers, 
members of the bourd claim that can 
never be carried anc; that the rule giv- 
ing the superintendent the balance of 
power in that direction, will hold good. 
They claim that principals have always 
been consulted more or less and that 
they will be in the future, but to give 
the principals alpjost absolute power is 
out of the question. 


There is a feeling that the clause to 


deduct 10 per cent of teachers' wages 
per month, the idea being to protect the 
board against teachers breaking con- 
tracts once signed, may be recalled and 
in a measure compromised, but just how 
is not decided. 


One of the school commissioners said 


this morning that the teachers had lost 
sight of one clause in the rules which 
provides that teachers out of school on 
account of 'sickness shall 
receive full 


pay for a period of five days, and if sick 
longer, one-fourth pay for ten days and 
then it 
ceases altogether. Formerly 


they only received three-quarters pay 
when sick.

Congressman Otjen switched about and 
announced himself for Greene. Mr. Cor- 
telyou refused to recede from his recom- 
mendation and the Milwaukee congress- 
man refused to accept Owen. 


Mr. Owen is about 35 • years of age 


and for the last ten years has been en- 
gaged in the coal bxisiness. He was ser- 
geant at arms of the national conven- 
tion which nominated President Roose- 
velt, and was private secretary of Post- 
master Nowell.

Ushered In With Anh Wodn^sday—Social

Todar- is Ash Wednesday, and all or- 


thodox'and faithful'Catholics as well as 
Episcopalians nnd Lutherans today inau- 
gurate the annual period of fasting for 
forty days until Kaster mornin'g arrives 
with' the sunny spring. In tliis city tho 
Lenten period will be observed as it hag 
been during the last generation in re- 
fraining from many pleasures which oth- 
erwise would be indulged in, especially 
of a. social nature. 


Most people welcome the season, be- 


cause it brings a rest and repose to their 
nerves nnd whole system, which in many 
cases is tired out of the whirl of society 
during the previous months. 


The pleasure and social life of Racine 


practically will be at a stand still for 
one month and ton days. 


The Lenten period is "based upon the 


thought that it would be nothing but re- 
ligious propriety to fait during the per- 
iod in which the ''bridegroom was taken 
away from the Christians, until he com- 
eth nptiin in all His splendor." The per- 
iod is a period of fast for those who com- 
memorate the time when Jesus Christ 
was going through the most trying part 
of his earthly life. 


As to the observance of tlie period, 


there have been various degrees of strict- 
ness in the church during the years. And 
in olden times it was common to be very 
strict with the enforcement of the rules 
concerning the Lenten period. 


Once upon a time perfect abstinence 


from nil food until the evening of each 
fnstins day was required, nnd it was 
also considered desirable that people 
should worship daily during the period 
and frequent communion should be at- 
tended to in that time. All public amuse- 
ments should cease for forty days, and 
the celebration of wedding or birthday 
anniversaries should be prohibited. But 
people should celebrate by giving alms 
to the poor and -needy. 


Thif was long ago—other times, other 


customs. 


Xow the rules concerning the 
com- 


memoration of the Lenten period are not 
as ripid as they were in earlier time*, 
but the forty days are observed all over 
Hie world with1 all the appropriateness 
of the occasion.

LENTEN SEASON HAS BEGUN 


Ushered In With Ash Wednesday— Social 


Activities WII1 DtmlnlBti. 


Today is Ash Wednesday, and all or- 


thodox and faithful Catholics as well as 
Episcopalians and Lutherans today inau- 
gurate the annual period of fasting for 
forty days until Easter morning arrives 
with the sunny spring. In this city the 
Lenten period will be observed as it has 
been during the last generation in re- 
fraining from many pleasures which oth- 
erwise would be indulged in, especially 
of a social nature. 


Most people welcome the season be- 


cause it brings a rest and repose to their 
nerves and whole system, which in many 
cases is tired out of the whirl of society 
during the previous months. 


The pleasure and social life of Racine 


practically will be at a stand still for 
one month and ten days. 


The Lenten period is'based upon the 


thought that it would be nothing but re- 
ligious propriety to fast during the per- 
iod in which the "bridegroom was taken 
away from the Christians, until he cbm- 
ctli again in all His splendor." The perr 
iod is a period of fast for those who com- 
memorate the time when Jesus Christ 
was going through the most trying part 
of his earthly life. 


As to the observance of the ' period, 


there, have been various degrees of strict- 
ness in the church during the years. And 
in olden times it was common to be very 
strict with the enforcement of the rules 
concerning the Lenten period. 


Once upon a time perfect abstinence 


from all food until the evening of each 
fasting day was required, nnd it was 
also considered desirable 
that people 


should worship daily during the period 
and frequent communion should be at- 
tended to in thnt time. All public amuse- 
ments should cense for forty days, and 
the celebration of wedding or birthday 
anniversaries should be prohibited. But 
people should celebrate by giving alms 
to the poor nnd needy. 


Thi? was long ago—other times, other 


customs. 


Xow the rules concerning the com- 


memoration of the Lenten period are not 
as rigid as they were in earlier times, 
but the forty days are observed all over 
the world with' all the appropriateness 
of the occasion. 


This also applies to our own city where 


the Lenten period is generally observed 
in alt classes and walks of life.

Hoosevelt, once more assuming the rule 
of peacemaker, has intervened again be- 
tween the coal operators and the miners, 
making'a determined effort to avert the 
great coal strike which virtually had 
>een scheduled to begin April 1. Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America announced last night that 
Mr. Roosevelt had written him asking 
turn to use every effort to avoid the 
strike, which, if called, will be the great- 
est struggle of the kind the country has 
ever seen. As the result of the presi- 
dent's action it has been decided to call 
another national convention of the min- 
ers, to open in Indianapolis March 15, 
when an attempt will be made to reach 
an agreement with the soft coal opera- 
tors. 


The president's letter and the an- 


nouncement that the national.convention 
would be called were made public last 
night by Mr. Mitchell after a long con- 
ference with Francis L. Robbins, presi- 
dent of the Pittsburg Coal company and 
chairman of the bituminous operators, 
who came to New York yesterday morn- 
ing.

company that had lost property by fire. 


Shrewd work on the part of the offi- 


cers revealed that Frelix had obtained 
woi'k as carpenter repairing the damaged 
mill. He succeeded in getting possession 
of a number of checks. Then he dressed 
up as a lumber jack, traveled to different 
towns, passed bogus checks for amounts 
varying from $60 to $62. The checks be- 
ing on the mill merchants and others did 
not hesitate in taking them. For six 
months these checks were passed and one 
of them on the Rhinelander bank. 


In all it was estimated that $400 was 


secured by Frelix. Knowing that Fre- 
lix must have coine to Racine the sheriff 
wired the chief and hia man was landed 


few hours after. Frelix. was 
taken 


back to Rhinelander this afternoon. 


BUILT A FIRE IN JAIL. 


That Frelix ia a bad egg was illustrat- 


ed this morning, just before taken- back 
to Rhinelander. The son of Sheriff Em- 
mett heard a cracking noise emanating 
from the cell where Frelix -was confined. 
Investigating he found that Frelix had 
built a fire in the cold air shaft. It was 
evident; that he hivd burned up a number 
of papers, but whether with the intention 
of destroying evidence or to burn up the 
jail is problematical, 
For he refused to 


talk on the subject. 
Officers think he 


burned up papers that would have been 
damaging' against him did they come to 
light.

Much has boon said about the old ago 


pensions and tho argument in favor has 
much of value theoretically, but late ex- 
perience in Australia would seem not to 
affirm practically. 
Now South Wales, 


one of tile states comprising the United 
States of Australia, has h:ul an old age 
pension law for some time, but the opin- 
ions of one of the consuls do not coin- 
cide with tho claims to fully pot forth 
nnd expatiated upon, in the agitation 
that led to the enactment of the legisla- 
tion. The deducing from his report does 
not perhaps lead to the denial of the 
general proposition that in an age where 
a man of maturer yours once having lost 
his position finds it practically impossi- 
ble to get another, "hould not have such 
relief from the governing authorities as 
shall in Ins increasing older age at least 
enable him to live in a manner that may 
preserve hi? self-respect, but rather that 
the form and the substance of this Au- 
tralinn old ago pension system is defec- 
tive in its application and actual work- 
ings. 


In a report made by Consul Goding 


some little time ago are the following 
conclusions of his upon this act of New 
South Wales: 


'•Among the claims made for the New 


South Wales old age pension act, prior 
to its passage, were that (1) it would 
lessen the* number of indigent persons 
in (ho various state institutions: (2) it 
would remove much worry on the part 
of people growing old as to provision 
for the future:

and those^come slow. Thc..statc roads do 
not pay interest on the bonds. Fares are 
high arid the train service whetched. 


This is a formidable indictment if it 


lie true, and would tend to demonstrate 
that graft may prevail under government 
operations just the same. It may pre- 
vail, that is,-unless the people resist the 
tendency to make the removal of public 
officials such a hard task, and demand at 
the peril of imprcachmcnt and fitting 
punishment that all public service works 
be managed with the strictest regards 
for the benefits of the public. 


Admittedly government and municipal 


management of the utilities is on trial. 
There are cases where certainly the mu 
nicipal operation has been reasonably 
successful, and instances (is numerous 
where such have not been successful, per- 
haps more numerous. The Philadelphia 
grafters who. were shaken out by the 
courage of Mayor Weaver would have 
reaped millions had they been successful 
through the turning over of the city gas 
works to the despoilers. Yet as an off- 
set was the conduct of the legislature 
in presenting free to the ring the streets 
of Philadelphia to the corporation graft- 
ers, a gift worth many millions of dol- 
lars and applied to other cities ns well. 


Perhaps the real truth is elementary 


essentials as of water, light, should be 
under municipal control always. Then 
the other public service works, such as 
street railroads, telephone, telegraph, be 
under n, very strict form of control by 
tho municipality and state, such control 
as does not now exist with the present 
system of franchises, with the right of 
the municipality to alter at will if tho 
public are not treated right, that is. if 
the provisions of corporation nnd char- 
ter are not .strictly complied with, and 
new conditions arise.

Traction lines arc capitalized 
at valuations the most ignorant person 
knows far exceeds the cost, and the 
steam railroads are so watered' it would 
seem there was enough to flout an oppo- 
sition line of steamers along side of the 
right of way. Vast properties are bought 
by gentlemanly blackmailers by the easy

Test of Courts. 


DENIES RIGHT TO 


ESTABLISH RATES 


Says Neither Congress Nor Interstate 


Commerce Body Has Power—Calls 


Bill's Penalties Burdensome 


and Extreme. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Immediate- 


ly after the conclusion of the routine 
business of the senate today, Jlr. Fora- 
ker took the door to deliver his promised 
speech on the railroad rate question. The 
announcement that he was to speak had 
the effect of tilling the galleries and 
there also was a large attendance of sen- 
ators. Notwithstanding the senator de- 
parted from his custom of extemporan- 
eous speaking and rend from manuscript, 
he received careful attention. 


SPEAKS FOR ELKINS BILL. 


Jlr. Foraker conceded Unit some evils 


exist in connection with the railroads, 
but urged, that all of them could be 
more effectively met by amending the 
Elkins law than by passing the pending 
bill. He announced his regret at differ- 
ing from the president, but snid he could 
not see his way clear to pursue any oth- 
er course. 


He gave a general review of the his- 


tory of the railroad development of the 
country and passed to the evils of the 
system which he said arc necessarily iiir 
eident to the upbuilding of so vast an 
interest. His attitude towards the pend- 
ing railroad rate bill was correctly out- 
lined in his first paragraph in which lie 
said of the bill, "it is so contrary to the 
spirit of our institutions andj of such 
drastic and revolutionary character that 


i if not in its immediate effect, at least 


as a precedent, the consequences are like- 
ly to be most unusual and far-reaching." 


lie discussed the railroad evils as of 


three classes, excessive rates, rebates and 
discriminations. 


He found little to complain of under 


the first heading, but said 
there are 


some instances of charges that are too 
high and he thought u prompt and effec- 
tive remedy should be provided. 


THE REBATE EVIL. 


A more serious evil he found in re- 


bates, and he traced the present exten- 
sive railroad consolidations to the fact 
that the supreme court decisions against 
pooling had left the roads without pro- 
tection from the rebate system except to 
resort to some general understanding. 
Referred 
to the Elkins law he said: 


"There has been no serious attempt to 
enforce this law to prevent discrimina- 
tions as to localities,»but n glance at its 
provisions will suffice to show that it is 
aa broad, direct, explicit and eflicient to 
remedy that kind of an evil, wherever it 
may exist, as it has been found to be. as 
to personal 
discriminations. That the 


law has not been tested in this respect 
is not tine to any fault of the law, but 
kecause no one has seen fit to invoke it." 


"The fault,"-he added, "is not with the 


existing law, but with the officials who 
have not enforced it." 


•WHY HE FAVORS COURT PLAN. 


Announcing his own position he said: 


"1 believe in the court plan, as contra- 
distinguished from the ratemaking plan, 
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not alone because it is much simpler, 
much more expeditious, much, more effi- 
cient, and without expense to' the. snip: 
per, but because, in addition to all .that, 
it avoids nil' legal and 
constitutional 


questions, while 'the rate making plaij^ 
113 set forth in tliis bill encountered a 
number "'of' such questions that are of 
tlie most serious character and some of 
them, in my judgment, fatal." 


Regarding the right 
of congress • to 


make rates he declared "the- supreme 
court hus never yet passed. on that ques- 
tion and that there are many eminent 
lawyers who are of the opinion that the 
court will 'hold, when it does decide. that 
question that congress does not have 
that power." 


"Their reasoning," he said, "seems to 


me to be sound, and the effect of it ab- 
solutely fatal to this entire scheme of 
legislation." 


DENIES RIGHT TO CONGRESS. 


He was confirmed in this view he said, 


by the opinion of the court in the North- 
ern .Securities ease. He believed that a 
remark made in reaching the conclusion 
in that case leaves the question open. He 
conceded that tlie different states have 
the power of rate fixing. "But," he suid, 
"the cases are wholly different." 


"Manifestly it is utterly impossible for 


congress by statute to fix all the rates 
for interstate commerce. It must resort 
to some pla.n under which it can avail 
itself of the help of some kind of board, 
commission, tribunal, 
or agency. But 


wlicn it. undertakes to do this it must 
take heed lest it undertake to do it in 
such a way as to delegate legislative au- 
thority and thus make its effort uncon- 
stitutional and unavailing, for it will be 
conceded that it is unconstitutional for 
congress to delegate legislative power." 


NO EIGHT TO MAKE RATES. 


He pointed out the departure in em- 


powering the interstate commerce com- 
mission to decide. what shall be reason- 
able .rates, saying: "it is in contraven- 
tion of our constitutipn to qohfer judK 
cial powers upon the legislative depart- 
ment or to .confer, legislative rpowers up- 


! on the judicial department or to confer 
cither of these powers upon the execu-. 
tive department." ' 


He laid down the rule of the courts to 


be "whether or not the 'party on whom 
the authority is conferred is intrusted 
with any discretion to make the law; if 
so. the statute is unconstitutional. Dis- 
cretion-may be allowed as to its execu- 
tion, but none as to what the law shall 
be." 


QUOTES WISCONSIN STATUTES. 
He conceded that if congress has the 


power to fix rates, a commission can be 
created and it can be utilized in the .fix- 
ing or rates. "But," he said, "it can bc- 
utilized only under some such statute as 
those 
enacted by 
the legislature's of 


Iowa and Wisconsin, when, in 1873 and 
1874, they passed their respective stat- 
utes, classifying the railroads according 
to earnings, and providing that the offi- 
cials chosen to execute them should, by 
computation, taking the classification as 
a basis, determine what statutory rates 
should apply. That was administrative

commission in the fixing of rates if it 
should see lit to resort to the policy of 
a mileage basis."

resort to some general understanding. 
Referred 
to the Elkins law he said: 


"There has been no serious attempt, to 
enforce this law to prevent discrimina- 
tions as to localities,,but a glance at its 
provisions will suffice to show that it, is 
as broad, direct, explicit und ellicienl to 
remedy that kind of an evil, wherever it 
may exist, as it has been found to bi» as 
to personal 
discriminations. That the 


law has no.t been tested in this respect 
is not due to any fault 'of the law, but 
because no one hns seen fit to invoke it." 


"The ftlult,"-he added, "is not with the 


existing law, but with the oflicinls who 
have not enforced it."

"Their reasoning," lie said, '''seems to 


me to be sound, nnd the effect of it ab- 
solutely fatal to this entire scheme of 
legislation." 


DENIES RIGHT TO CONGRESS. 


He was confirmed in this view he said, 


by the opinion oi the court in the North- 
ern Securities case. He believed that a 
remark made in reaching the conclusion 
in that case leaves the question open. Ho 
conceded that the different states have 
the power of rate fixing. "But," he said, 
"the cases ure wholly different." 


"Manifestly it is utterly impossible for 


congress by statute to fix all the rutea 
for interstate commerce. It must resort 
to some plaji under which it can avail 
itself of the help of some kind of board, 
commission, tribunal, or agency. But 
when, it undertakes to do this it must 
take 'heed lest it undertake to do it in 
such a way as to delegate legislative au- 
thority and thus make its effort uncon- 
stitutional and unavailing, for it will be 
conceded that it is unconstitutional for 
congress to delegate legislative power." 


NO RIGHT TO MAKE RATES. 


He pointed out the departure in em- 


powering the interstate commerce com- 
mission to decide what shall be reason- 
able rates, saying: "it is. in contraven- 
tion of our constitution to uonl'er judi-, 
cial powers upon the-legislative depart- 
ment or to confer, legislative rpowurs up-- 
on tiic judicial department or to confer 
cither oi these powers upon the execu- 
tive- department." • 


Jio laid down the rule of the courts to 


be "whether or not the 'party on whom 
the authority is conferred is intrusted 
with any discretion to make the law; if 
so. the statute is unconstitutional. Dis- 
cretion-inuy bo allowed as to its e.\ecu- 
tion, but none as to whut the luw shall 
be." 


QUOTES WISCONSIN STATUTES. 
He conceded that if congress has the 


power to fix rates, a commission can be 
created and it can be utilized in the -fix- 
ing or rates. "But," he said, "it can bc- 
utilized only under some such stutnte as 
those enacted by the legislatures of 
Iowa and Wisconsin, when, in 1S73 and 
1874, they passed their respective stat- 
utes, classifying the railroads according 
to earnings, nnd providing that the oitt- 
eiuls chosen to execute them should, by 
computation, taking thJ classification as 
a basis, determine what statutory rates 
should apply. That was administrative 


"The congress could also utilize the 


commission in the fixing of rates if it 
should sec lit to resort to the policy of 
a mileage basis." 


PENALTIES TOO SEVERE. 


Discussing the penalties provided by 


the bill he said they would amount to 
$loO,060 per month, and 'declared thnt 
the penalties prescribed are of such ex- 
treme, cumulative, and burdensome char- 
acter as to deter a carrier from resort- 
ing to the courts, except only ^where 
cither the case is entirely clear as to its 
final outcome or tlie consequences of un 
obcyance of the order are of such bunk- 
ruptin.ir character as to make it impossi- 


ble, with due regard for the rights of its 
creditors and stockholders, for it to sub-

perience and probably in the history of 
the nation. If we are to abdicate our 
functions and permit such an imperfect, 
ill-advised, and ill-considered bill to be-

the house committee suggested, but to 
all the people."

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


Chicago Chronicle: It is humiliating 


that iu a civilized community a miscreant 
like Johann Hoch can not be tried, con- 
victed and hanged without tasking all 
the powers of the state and becoming a 
sensation and a craze to the whole com- 
munity. 


There arc murder cases of course, that 


justify a popular excitement, such as that' 
of Dr.'Webster in Boston, because of the 
previous good habits and reputation of 
the alleged criminal or the fascination in-' 
separable from . complicated circumslan-'j 
tial evidence. We would have to be more 
or less thaai human not to 
sympathize i 


with the -struggle of such a man to clear ! 
himself or to be unmoved on the day of 
his execution, but this sort of murder 
case does not occur more than once in 
fifty years. 


The twenty or thirty murderers that 


are tried in Chicago every year are men 
of a different type. They are generally 
ignorant, depraved and obscure and hab- 
itual criminals who have been the tor- 
men.t of the police for years. Their guilt, 
is generally well proved. and they 
are 


such worthless and dangerous characters 
that even if they are hanged 
without 


having committed the particular crimes 
with which they are charged no great 
injustiqe is done and the community is 
the better off for it. 


Hoch was au illustration of this worth- 


less class. He was an old-time Bridewell 
thief, a habitual swindler and a profes- 
sional .bigamist. He had followed this 
course of life for 
twenty 
years. The 


worst feature in his case was his gall. 
His "fortitude," his "calmness" and his 
persistent "declarations of innocence" 
which impressed his (Spiritual advisers 
are well known in the police department 
as the credentials of an 
incorrigible 


scoundrel. 


Now, the trial and execution of this 


brute exercised the whole machinery of 
government nnd filled the imagination of 
the whole, community for over a year. 
From the governor of the state down to 
thn jniler all were Hoch crazy for twelve 
months. The whole business should have 
been a piece of mere business routine, but 
it civme near being a historical event. . 


We would not be understood ns advo- 


cating star chamber convictions and exe- 
cutions. In Russia a man may be tried, 
convicted and executed without its being 
known outside the prison walls and tha 
reason for the secrecy is that it is a judi 
cial murder. Tn this case the quietness 
of the "procedure is compulsory, but in 
America the execution of a man like 
Hooh ought to be almost unnoticed be 
cause the people lake no interest in it. 


We havs no idea that Hoch's will be 


the last hanging that will he elevated 
into a social event. We still have Ivens 
with us and beginning with next week he 


will no doubt hold the boards for a 
month or two at least. His trial and ex- 
ecution, which should be conducted some- 
what as night soil is removed, will prob- 
ably drag its slow length along week 
after week and be to society what the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal used to 
be to the people at Lemont.

Witness Evans tirst was in the chnir. 


testifying that he wns a minister of the 
gospel, and that he knew of ninny per- 
sonal 'experiences with men who wero 
murdered and robbed by the defendant: 
Mpeeially had he made his acquaintance! 
while working in Cook county. 111., whore 
ne preached the gospel to the inmates of 
a poor house.

found thnt there was not n .-.ingle one 
of the inmates who was not brought to j 
the poor house by the prisoner and the 
influence he exercised. The counsel for 
the defense asked the witness whether 
the prisoner was inanimate or animate, [ 
nnd if it had mind. The witness would j 
not say thnt the prisoner had mind, but 
that he certainly had spirit. 


CAUSES WOE, HE SAYS. 


The next witness wns culled forward, 


testifying to the effect thnt his name wns 
Niley.iind thnt he was a doctor of medi- 
cine. Tie testified that if a man persists 
in drinking liquor even with moderation, 
his stomach, digestion, and liver will he 
injured. And he cited examples of mod- 
erate ill-inker* who, to his knowledge, had 
died as n consequence of being nci|uiun(ed 
-.vith the defendant. 
The witness also 


said that the defendant 
en used 
more 


pain, suffering, and sorrow to humanity 
than all the criminals in the world, look- 
ed at from a .scientific and medical stand- 
point. 


SAVED BY SALVATION" ARMY. 
The third witness was Frandsen, who 


said he was a member of the Salvation 
army and testified that he had been ad- 
dicted to the. drink habit; he had been 
robbed of money, health, character, and 
•mis nt a certain time in 
his 
life 
so 


strongly under the influence of the pris- 
oner that he was unable to pass by a sa- 
loon. Finally he was saved from utter 
destruction by the Salvation army, and 
ho was glad to state that he felt entirely 
satisfied. 


. STILL IN Till-: STRUGGLE. 


The last witness of the 
prosecution 


then took the chair, giving his name as 
Cook; he stated that he still was right 
in the middle of the struggle with the 
defendant, that lie by no means hail con- 
quered him yet, but that he intended to 
persist in trying to save 
himself. 
Tie 


said ttiat his homo, his health, his wife 
nnd children had suffered 
as a conse- 


quence of the influence which thp de- 
fondant had over him. And he would 


like to find'a doctor who could tell him 
where he coukl be cured. 


INGALLS FOR THE DEFENSE. 


After tbe cross 'examination of 
the 


witnesses, the counsel for defense spoke. 
He said that man cannot live without the 
three .elements''of which tha defendant 
waa composed, and thnt these three ele- 
ments were given to humanity by God 
hims'elf. Mr. Ingalls took a Bible (he 
sjiid he always carried one with him), 
and then he quoted from the 
book of 


King Solomon: "Let man drink and for- 
get his poverty, let him drink, and ho 
shall remember no misery''; Mr. Ingalls 
al»o read the story of the wedding in 
Cana. where Jesus produced wine of wat- 
er, and ho further cited the letter of St. 
Paul to Timothy where it is said: "Drink 
no longer water, but. use n little wine 
for thy stomach's sake." The counsel 
for defense further claimed that fifty 
American doctors hud declared that liq- 
uor taken in modern lion would do 
no 


hiirin whatever, and ho advocated a sci- 
entific method of investigating into the 
caio. He then found that improper food 
was the cause of the craving for liquor; 
and that 
man,should be educated to 


avoid eating improper food. With great 
ability ho silid thnt. "you can't make men 
better by denouncing them no matter 
who they Hfe." He advocated the meth- 
od of kindness, gentleness and love, and 
then men would he able to let the deT 
fcndant alone. The defendant was not 
guilty; it wns the men them.-elves who 
sought -the company of 
the 
defendant 


who were the real accusers and criminals. 


CALLS ALCOHOL A. I-'KIKND. 


Counsel for the defense then introduc- 


ed his witness. Dr. Daniel Clark of New 
Orleans, La., nnd Oshko-h, Wis., who tes- 
tified that he had spent 
many, man}' 


year? in the investigntion of the temper- 
ance question; he had formerly- been a 
temperance tighter in this country 
as 


well as in England. He said that alco: 
hoi was it friend to .Immunity, that it 
wns health-producing, and thnt'it was tha 
best stimulant in the world.. He said 
that excessive use of meat anil deficient 
u»e of vegetable? produced uric-ncid,~nnd' 
uric aeid creates thirst nnd. craving for 
.something with which to slop this thirst, 
He claimed that, 
vegetarians "do not 


drink, and that the temperance. queslioH' 
wns wholly a -eier.tilie question as,exact 
a science a.--.mathematics, for ' instance. 
Tic exhibited large volumes which con- 
tained proofs as to the character of uric 
aeid and alcohol, and he claimed to know 
these books and their authors us the 
highest authorities in the world.. 


WITNESS IS REFUTED. ' 


Counsel for the proswcutiou. Mr. Ten- 


nvson Smith, then took the floor to cross 
examine the witness, and he made him 
contradict himself again nnd again, ap- 
plauded by the incessant bund clapping 
of the immense audience. 'When he read 
from one of the books that had'been 
claimed an authority by Dr. Clark, state- 
ments diametrically opposed to 
those 


made by the doctor, the climax of the ex- 
amination was reached. 


As it wns becoming very late, the coun- 


sel for the defense waived his right to 
speak, and cntin.-el for the prosecution 
then concluded the case with Baying that 
there had been no evidence introduced 
by the defense to show that the charge 
against the prisoner wns not based on 
right and justice. 


Judge More.y read the charge to the 


jury who then retired. 


' THE 1'RISOXER EXECUTED. 
In the intervening few minutes Mr. 


Smith availed himself of the opportunity 
to thank most sincerely .all hi.s-assistants 
in this trial, the public that' had listened 
to him during the past ten days, the 
press, and every one who has helped him 
in making this campaign a success. 


The jury returned, handing in a ver-' 


diet of guilty; eleven persons were in fa- 
vor of this verdict, which was opposed 
only by one vote. 


The judge then solemnly read the sen- 


tence of death to the prisoner who ap- 
peared calm nnd unmoved. A bucket and 
an ax was produced. Clerk Leach read

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


Chicago Chronicle: It is humiliating 


that in a civilized community a miscreant 
like .Jolmun Hoch can not be tried, con- 
victed and hanged without tasking all 
the powers of the state and becoming O.-J 
.sensation and a craze to the whole com-' 
munity. 


There are murder case? of course, that 


jiistify a. popular excitement, such as that: 
of Dr. Webster ill Boston, because of the. 
previous good habits and. reputation of 
the alleged criminal or the fascination in-' 
separable from .complicated circumst:ui--| 
Hal evidence. We would have to be more | 
or less thiui human not to sympathize | 
with the .struggle of such a man to clear! 
himself or to be unmoved on the day of 
his execution, but this sort of murder 
case docs not occur more than once in 
fifty years. 


The twenty or thirty murderers that 


are tried in Chicago every year are men 
of a different type. They are generally 
ignorant, depraved and obscure and hab- 
itual criminals who have been the tor- 
meni of the police for years. Their guilt, 
Is generally well proved. and they are 
such worthies* and dangerous characters 
that even if they arc hanged 
without 


having committed the particular crime.? 
with which they arc charged no great 
injustice is done and the community is 
the better olT for it. 


Hoch was an illustration of'thi* worth- 


less class. He was an old-time Bridewell 
thief, a habitual swindler nnd a profes- 
sional .bigamist. He bad followed this 
course of life for 
twenty ycnra. 
The 


worst feature in his case was his gall. 
His "fortitude," his "calmness" and his 
persistent "declarations of innocence" 
which impressed his (spiritual advisers 
are well known in the police department 
ns the credentials of an 
incorrigible 


scoundrel. 


Now, the trial and execution of this 


brute exercised the whole machinery of 
government tind filled the imagination of 
the whole community for over a year. 
From the governor of the state do\vn to 
the jailer all were Hoch crazy for twelve 
months. The whole business should have 
been a piece of mere business routine, but 
it came near being a historical event. . 


We would not be understood as advo- 


cating star chamber convictions and exe- 
cutions. In Russia a man may be tried, 
convicted and executed without its being 
known outside the prison walls and tha 
reason for the secrecy is that it is a judi- 
cial murder. Tn this case the quietnes? 
of the"procedure is compulsory, but in 
America the execution of a man like 
Hoch ought to be almost unnoticed be- 
cause the people take no interest in it. 


We have, no idea, that Hoch's will be 


the last hanging that will be elevated 
into a social event. We still have Ivcns 
with us and beginning with next week1 he 


will no doubt hold the boards for a' 
month or two at least. His trial and el- 
ocution, which should be conducted some^ 
what as night soil is removed, will prob- 
ably drag its slow length along week 
after week and be to society what, the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal used to 
be to the people at Lemont.
